for what would amount to sanc- 
tions again Japan was dramatically 
opposed by Italy today in the Brus- 
sels conference seeking to end the 
Chinese-Japanese war. 


The Chinese delegate. Dr. V. K. 


Wellington Koo, urged a conference 
decision to withhold war materials 
and credits from Japan and supply 
them to China. 


This evoked immediate objection 


from Count Luigi Aldovrandi Mar- 
escotti, delegate to Italy, against 
which the League of Nations de- 
creed sanctions because of her in- 
vasion of Ethiopia and which has 
been Japan's friend at Brussels. 


"That is entirely ruled out," said 


the Italian. "We are not here for 
that. It is entirely outside the scope

"Compelling; Reasons" 


Previously the 
conference had 


heard Norman H. Davis, head of 
the American delegation, declare 
there were "compelling reasons" 
why Japan should cooperate in 
the search for peace. 


The Italian delegate pointedly put 


the question what the conference 
would do next. As if in reply the 
tri-power declaration was distribut- 
ed to the delegates, who were to re- 
assemble late today to consider it. 


Dr. Koo, referring to Japan's re- 


jection of a second invitation to 
discuss peace possibilities, urged 
the delegates to act "now that the 
door to conciliation and mediation 
has been slammed in your face." 


Davis expressed a hope 
Japan 


would "still see the way clear to 
doing so." 


He reiterated, however, the con- 


viction that respect for treaties and 
observance of the pledged 
word 


were the only possible basis "for an 
equitable, lasting solution of the 
Sino-Japanese conflict." 


Japan, a signatory of the nine- 


power treaty to protect China, under 
which the Brussels conference was 
called, had refused two invitations 
to participate in the international 
efforts to find an avenue to peace 
in her war with China.

Ky., a few 
hours later and taken eicht miles 
to Williamson. Vetterli said Booth, 
first to be arrested, implicated At- 
kins and Travis in a signed confes- 
sion.

manded $50.000 from Seder's sons,

30 men, will be put to work with 
pond nets in the removal of carp, 
sheepshead and lawyers, the most 
undesirable species. 


A removal program has been in 


progress on Lake Winnebago and 
many other waters 
in Wisconsin 


throughout the 
summer months, 


Gray said, and state crews have re- 
moved more than 800.000 pounds of 
fish since April 1. Much of the catch 
is sold in the metropolitan fish mar- 
kets, Chicago. New York. Philadel- 
phia and others, some is destroy- 
ed, and a large portion is sent to 
Madison to be canned at the state 
canning plant. 


The state cannery disposes of all 


the unmarketable fish which have 
any food value. The product of the 
cannery is used as food for mink, 
fox. and other fur-bearing animals 
propagated on the state experiment- 
al game and fur farm at Poynette. 
It" is also used as food for adult 
trout, bass and other fish which are 
kept for propagating purposes in 
the state fish hatcheries.

birds in the vicinity to your lunch 
counter. 


Plan Feeding; Stands 


Earlier this fall when the acorns 


on a black oak in front of my 
house were ripening a pair of blue 
jays visited the tree every morn- 
ing at a certain hour for several 
weeks. Chickadees, nuthatches and 
creepers have the same habit. 
I 


have often noticed them return- 
ing to a certain tree day after day 
at a certain time. They seemed to 
be making the rounds of a definite 
group of trees each day. 


Feeding stands can be of almost 


any type. The swivel type set on 
a pole can be placed in the open 
as well as in the shelter because the 
vanes cause the 
box 
to swing 


around so that the opening is away 
from the wind. Set it under a tree, 
in a clump of bushes or in a weedy 
corner of your yard, wherever you 
see a vriety of birds congregat- 
ing. 


Plain shelves, without the cov- 


ered top. should be put in a more 
or less protected place. The south 
side of a house is usually more 
protected from 
snow 
than 
any 


other or. if you have a southeast 
or southwest corner cutting into 
the building, that is still better be- 
cause it affords two walls of pro- 
tection.

Labor Relations board is 


sustained in the final decision by 
the court of last resort, then all 
differences between inlrastate and 
interstate commerce will have been 
wiped out.

Consolidated Edison company con- 
formed to the spirit and the letter 
of the Wagner act when it reco- 
nizcd the A. F. of L. union at a 
time when no election had been 
held to determine whether the CIO

thing on which judgements will 
differ. It is within the right of the 
National Labor Relations board 
to determine the facts of such a con- 
troversy, provided the company in- 
volved is one engaged in interstate 
commerce. 


More Consideration 


Assuming that the National La- 


bor Relations board does have jur- 
isdiction, then its decision in ques- 
tioning the validity of «lhe com- 
pany contract with the A. F. of L. 
union is entitled to more consid- 
eration. Does an employer have 
a light to sign a contract with an 
alleged minority of his Employes 
and give such a minority the ex- 
clusive bargaining privileges when 
it has not been legally determin- 
ed which union does have the ma- 
jority? 


Under previous rulings, all em-

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HOPE AND THE DAIRY FARMER 


— 
The Wisconsin Department of Agricul- 


ture does not share the view that our 


. 
dairy industry is in jeopardy because of 
the swiftly increasing production of dairy 
products all over the country and particu- 
larly in the deep south. 


Hope in man is almost a necessary in- 


gredient else every appearance or even 
thought of evil consequences would get 
him down but it will be well to remem- 
ber the statement of Francis Bacon that 
although hope makes a jfair breakfast if 
there were nothing in addition to put on 


.- the table by suppertime a man will die 


of fasting. 


The fact is that the dairy herds in the 


south have increased by leaps and bounds. 
Not being fear spreaders we are never- 
theless almost scared to print the figures. 
When in even one year, and that the last 
year, these dairy herds in states like Ala- 
bama and Mississippi, already having be- 
come formidable through government sub- 
sidies, are again doubled we see great dif- 
ficulty in trying to turn away this threat 
as does Mr. Hill, chairman of the Wis- 
consin Agriculture Department, with a 
declaration that "there is no proof that 
there is a long-time trend upward." Mr. 
Hill, it must be remembered, plunked that 
shot right into the bull's eye. There is no 
proof of a long-time trend upward simply 
because there has not been a long time. 
The trend upward started with President 
Roosevelt and he has been in office but 
a short time, but the speed with which 
the trend has been going the last few 
years, and even the last year, is fast 
enough to make up for lost time. 


Mr. Hill also promises the easygoing 


. Wisconsin dairymen that "when the price 


of cotton goes up again, they'll sell all 
their cows and forget all about dairying." 
Indiana doesn't raise cotton and never 
•will. 
Its production of dairy products 


has been accelerated swiftly. Other sim- 
ilar examples might be cited. Cotton is 
not the only devil in the closet. 


But we would like to ask Mr. Hill 


some questions. What if the price of cot- 
ton doesn't go up? 
And what if it goes 


up but the southerner considers it advisa- 
ble to have some variety and keeps both 
the dairyhouse and the cotton gin? 


Mr. Hills reminds Wisconsin dairymen 


that the state holds a very comfortable 
lead producing annually 57 per cent of all 
the cheese made in this country. 
Fine 


record, isn't it? 
Think of it—over half 


of all the cheese made in America! It is 
the comparison that will make it sting. 
Not long ago we were making two-thirds 
of all American cheese. 


Of course the dairy products of the 


South arc inferior to those made in Wis- 
consin. That is not only a good argument 
in any sale room, but it is a .'act beyond 
any dispute. A certain climate, .- certain 
soil, and other conditions favorable to 
Wisconsin, have given the dairy products 
of our state the de luxe position on the 
list. But that doesn't niean that inferior 
grades will not hurt us seriously. 
Oleo, 


not even as attractive to most palates as 
inferior dairy products, wasn't exactly 
considered 
a friend 
of the Wisconsin 


farmer. 


Let the Wisconsin dairyman avoid un- 


due alarm but he must never permit him- 
self to follow the alluring whispers of 
fancy which arc no ir.orc durable than the 
thoughts created by "the cup that cheers," 
and invariably followed by "the cold gray 
dawn of the morr ing after." 


There are different kinds of hope. 


There is sound hipe based upon good 
facts. There is false hope based upon a 
dream. 


The optimist is always popular, as he 


should be, but it isn't exactly easy to find 
the line that divides 'optimism from non- 
sense. 


The conclusion that constantly increas- 


ing dairy herds elsewhere will not be of 
harm to Wisconsin, or that the South, 
composed as it is of chivalrous gentlemen, 
will abandon the business, or that some 
mysterious and supernatural force will 
permit its continuance tl.ore and yet with- 
out affecting us at all—all this appears to 
us as a hope based upon unreality, likely 
to rob us of our resolution and then set 
us adrift upon a tumbling sea. 


If we were so confiding as to accept 


nny such idea we would cheer loudly as 
Wisconsin's 
percentage 
of 
America's 


cheese drops to ihe cellar. 


MODERNIZING THE SUCKER LIST 


When agents of the Department of 


Justice smash the doors of bucketshops or 
•swoop down upon those high powered out- 
fits that fix horse races and will sell any- 
one an interest in Sir Francis Drake's es- 
tate, they invariably find a list of cus- 
tomers, what is known to the trade 'as the 
Sucker List. 


This list is carefully 
prepared. 
It 


must be because upon its wise preparation 
depends the sort of hotel at which the 
managers niay live. 


Sometimes this list is long and covers 


the country. At other times it is limited 
to a particular region upon which the 
smart boys are concentrating their ef- 
forts. 


It is the purpose to get onto this list 


the name of everyone who will likely have 
a thousand dollars and can be fairly called 
gullible, often very nice people but the 
kind that just love to swallow hook, line 
and sinker. 


If the smart gentry who live on the 


fat of the land when they aren't in state 
prison wish to bring their lists down to 
date we might suggest a very practical 
plan. It would involve getting the opin- 
ion of people on whether Mr. Roosevelt 
will ever balance the budget.

MR. ROOSEVELT IS A FARMER 
The President has convinced us of his 


deep sense of humor, a subtle, clever hu- 
mor, much too deep for the ordinary pass- 
erby. 


When Mr. Roosevelt the other day was 


asked his occupation, the usual question 
to a New York 
voter, 
he responded, 


"farmer." His response accounted for 
many droll editorials on farming in white 
flannels by sitting on a spacious porch 
sipping mint juleps brought by an old 
colored retainer. 


But the President knows his English. 


And he was entirely right. 


Webster's new International Diction- 


ary in listing the various definitions of 
farmer will surprise the curious person 
by the meanings legitimately classed un- 
der the word. Farmer is thus defined as 
"one who takes taxes, customs, excise, or 
other duties, to collect, paying a fixed sum 
for the privilege; as, a farmer of the rev- 
enues." Naturally that was the definition 
Mr. Roosevelt had in mind, and not that 
he was posing as the plowman or the 
weary soul staggering under heavy bags 
of grain.

ENGLAND AND TRAFFIC 


Traffic may not be so heavy in Eng- 


land as it is in the United States, but the 
British courts might give to this country 
something of a lesson in ho\v to handle 
traffic violations. 


The reputation which the British courts 


have for speeding up justice, and for the 
severity of the sentences imposed, seems 
to find a counterpart in the manner of 
handling this type of law infraction. 


A driver was hailed into court recently 


for driving while intoxicated. The judge 
was informed that it was his second of- 
fense. He therefore fined him 50 pounds 
—$250—and suspended his driver's license. 


It was a stiff sentence, to be sure, but 


the judge who imposed it had a due re- 
gard for safety of the public, and was 
intent on removing from the lanes of traf- 
fic any individual who persisted in mak- 
ing of himself a menace to the life and 
the safety of the thousands who would 
come within his sphere. 


It is in marked contrast to the Ameri- 


can system, where violators are let off 
with light fines, with only short suspen- 
sion of their driving privileges and often 
with nothing more than a reprimand. 


The British courts in this example, 


might prove valuable to the American 
ones, where traffic cases number thou- 
sands more than those in England, and 
where they arc growing by leaps and 
bounds. 


Leniency has been found a rather 


weak weapon in the suppression of traffic 
violators. 
Severity, such as that prac- 


ticed in England, might help greatly.

ECZEMA 


Eczema, called also tetter and 


sal rheum, means literally to boil 
out. It is a skin inflammation char- 
acterized by redness, itching forma- 
tion of papules, vesicles, which lat- 
er become crusts or scales, and by 
weeping or watery cxudate. 


For many years the problem of 


distinguishing eczema from derma- 
titis puzzled me, but finally I had a 
happy thought I asked a number of 
eminent authorities a child-like 
question: "What do you mean der- 
matitis?" Each and every one of 
them took pity on my amazing ig- 
norance and launched into an earn- 
est endeavor to enlighten me. Each 
and every one was still floundering 
when I left him muttering in his 
beard. I came to the conclusion— 


But not so easily as this would 


imply. You see, the common name, 
salt rheum—at least it was form- 
erly the popular name for eczema— 
means watery discharge from the 
inflamed surface or rather salt 
water, that is, serum, which, of 
course, is salty. Original meaning 
of the term rheum was watery dis- 
charge or flow from mucous mem- 
branes especially from the eyes and 
nose, hence "a cold, catarrh." Some 
eminent dermatologists have " at- 
tempted to define eczema as "ca- 
tarrhal inflammation of the skin 
originating without apparent ex- 
ternal irritation and characterized 
earlier or later by serious exuda- 
tion," that is, weeping 


This definition purports to dis- 


tinguish eczema from dermatitis. 
Dermatitis, it seems, is skin infla- 
mation which is apparently or pre- 
sumably caused by some external 
irritant, such as poison ivy, primrose, 
seaweed, 
turpentine. 
orthoform. 


mctol, anilin, croton oil, cowhage, 
arsenic dyes and other dyes used for 
furs. 


Eventually I arrived at the con- 


clusion that there is no particular 
advantage in trying to distinguish 
eczema from dermatitis. From a 
survey of the latest medical litera- 
ture I infer that if you have S1.50 
it is eczema, whereas if you have 
$5.00 it is more likely dermatitis. 
Whatever it is called, eczema, tetter, 
salt rheum or dermatitis, it is evi- 
dently not a specific disease for 
which a particular remedy is appli- 
cable, but rather the reaction of the 
skin to some external irritant, some 
chemical, drug. acid, lye, soap, paint, 
solvent, dye, or to frequent wetting 
of the hands with hot or cold water 
in some occupations: or to some ir- 
ritant arising from an abnormal 
condition in the body. For example, 
a common cause of eczema in in- 
fants is excess of carbohydrate— 
starch, dextrose, dcxtri-maltose or 
other sugar in the ready-prepared 
food which "agrees" altho it does 
not properly nourish. 


The original name, salt rheum, 


and the conception still current, 
that eczema is "catarrhal" inflam- 
mation of the skin, indicate that 
the trouble was one attributed to 
cold. At that, it would be just as 
sensible to'dismiss a dimwit patient 
with the assurance that his eczema 
or dermatitis is just a "cold" he has 
caught in the skin as it is to string 
along the victim of a respiratory in- 
fection 
that 
way—as plenty of 


popular practitioners do.

As the result of a 
special experimental rearing pro- 
ject undertaken there a year ago 
the state is now distributing day- 
old pheasant chicks to cooperating 
sportsmen's groups instead of the 
eggs. The superiority of the new 
method, 
say officials, is demon- 


strated by the fact that from 80 to 
92 per cent of the chicks sent out 
to clubs and reared by 
electric 


brooders are raised to a stocking 
age of eight weeks. Under the old 
plan egg distribution produced an 
approximate average of only twen- 
ty birds reared to stocking age out 
of each 100 eggs allotted. 


The farm is also engaged in ex- 


perimental raising of wild turkeys, 
about 600 of which were released 
in southern 
Wisconsin counties 


this year, especially in the Baraboo 
range area. But planting turkeys 
presents difficulties, according to 
Ed Hein, the department's publi- 
cist After the turkeys arc raised 
in captivity to an age at which it 


safe to release them, they have 


Become too domesticated. In fact, 
says Hein, "cooperating sportsmen 
in southern Wisconsin have been 
spending a lot of time chasing them 
around, trying to make them wild, 
and to keep them away from fann- 
ers' poultry flocks".

Game Refuge System 


To increase the natural food sup- 


ply of birds, the department this 
year distributed more than 200.000 
food bearing shrubs, bushes 
and 


trees from its nursery at Wiscon- 
sin Rapids, and next year plans to 
send out more than two millios. 
Side by side with this program is 
the game refuge system, through 
which hundreds of thousands of 
acres of land is kept out 
of the 


range of sportsmen. 


Another important project is win. 


ter feeding, in which the state en- 
courages the participation of local 
groups 
everywhere. During the 


last winter, the state game divi- 
sion, in cooperation with sportsmen 
and farmers, 
maintained 
60.000 


feeding stations for game birds in 
all parts of the state. 


The department conducted win- 


ter feeding contests, with upland 
game birds as prizes. Among the 
winners recently were sportsmen's 
and conservation organizations in 
Brown, Calumet. Waupaca. Kewau- 
nee. and Outagamie counties. 


Officials of the department 
of 


conservation, 
although proud of 


their present work, complain that 
due to lack of finances and suffi- 
cient personnel, they are unable 
to expand their program as fast 
as needed. 


Try Karakul Sheep 


Experiments also are being made 


at the farm with karakul sheep to 
determine 
whether 
this animal 


from which three types' of fur are 
derived, can be profitably raised 
by Wisconsin farmers. 


The farm also offers a diagnos- 


tic service, with complete labor- 
atory and scientific equipment, and 
a staff of pathologisls, for the aid 
of Wisconsin's important comm«r- 
cial fur industry, one of the most 
important in the United States. Ex- 
periments are made on diet, habi- 
tat, and many other problems.

committee—Handrich, 
Weinmann 


and Habersaat—to the county board 
Friday morning, is 36. including 5 
women and 17 men. Four died dur- 
ing the year and two were trans- 
ferred, leaving a population of 22 
on July 1. At an allowance of $3.50 
per week for inmates inside the 
county and $4.50 for outside, the 
farm showed a gain of $2,16685 for 
the year. 


An abundance of alfalfa for live- 


stock was raised, and 2 silos were 
filled and refilled. The new seed- 
ings were reported to be very poor 
with the exception of four 
acres 


where a light nurse crop of oats 
was sowed. These were later cut 
down and left on the ground to save 
the alfalfa. There are now about 43 
acres of good alfalfa. 


Landscaping has 
been 
started 


around the institution, a number of 
trees and shrubs having been plant- 
ed. This is a long-time project and 
it is expected that it will be sever- 
al years before it is completed.

The springer

strated the need for a larger dog 
throughout the entire hunting trip. 


In England, where he is used as 


a gun-dog much more extensively 
than here, the cocker is bred heavi- 
er and higher. Even his name is de- 
rived from his ability as a hunter, 
the quarry oft times being the 
sporty wood-cock. 


Children's Pets 


We must keep in mind, of course, 


that only 
a small 
percentage of 


cocker spaniels find their way in- 
to the homes of sportsmen. A vast 
majority of them are purchased for 
companions 
and 
children's pets, 


and there is perhaps no finer dog 
for the purpose. 


It is our sincere belief, however, 


that the 18 to 24 pounds, stipulated 
by the standard, may have a ten- 
dency to encourage the breeding of 
toys, which the cocker is definitely 
not. The fact that such noted breed- 
ers as C. A. Bacus are now favoring 
the 24 or 25 pound dogs seems to 
bear out this contention. We no- 
ticed in a recent 
issue of "Dog 


World" that one eastern breeder is 
quite pleased with the purchase of 
a 26 pound stud dog. which he feels 
will improve the stock 
produced 


and influence future sales.

BACKSWING 


The short shots near and on the 


green are generally the payoff shots 
in golf. It is here that the real ten- 
sion of a golf match arises, where 
skill is paramount, where no mat- 
ter how tight the match may be. 
this tightness must be kept out of 
the playing system. For example 
holding the body rigid only leads to 
a tightening of the arms and wrists 
and the shot is certain to reflect 
this tautness. Far better on these 
short shots to allow the body to 
move in natural response to the 
swinging action. It will create a 
smoother performance. 
The one 


factor to watch above all others is 
the tendency to hurry the stroke. 
The general hurry formula is 
a 


short backswing, hurriedly brought 
down. This causes inaccurate im- 
pact not only through the 
speed 


with which the stroke is applied but 
because there is a tendency to lift 
the head under such 
conditions 


which is nearly always ruinous. To 
overcome this tendency make sure 
the arc of the stroke is wide enough 
to accommodate a smooth 
swing 


from beginning to end. In the first 
place the left side must- be relaxed 
to allow this backstroke. In the sec- 
ond place, once the backstroke has 
jcen completed, there should be no 
itirry to snatch the club down. Let 
.he swing start slowly, gaining ac-
